At the eleation meeting 
tha advance list of rames of candidateg ia 4umediately submitted, 
while only two or three other pergona are given the opportunity 
to annownce any other cendidates. Those proposed by the Polltetdel 
ara alwoys eelected end althouga the whole procadure is regarded ag 
a farce, all members participate.
